The great Taciturn forsook all ne 
had‘to stand by the struggling prov- 
inces in their unequal struggle w.th 
Spain, the mightiest empire of the 
day. He had honors for the ask'!ng, 
both at the court of Spain and the 
court of Austria.

Jam of Orange was not a Calvinist. 
He was one of the greatest libsrals 
of history.

Fascism 
~Three of the most eminent French 
political and social observers have re- 
cently come back from Italy and 
have published their findings in such 
serious publications as the Mercure 
de France, le Journal des Debats anc 
the Revue des Deux Mondes. None 
of the three was sympathetically dis- 
posed toward Fascism. Yet they, all 
of them, went to Italy and were con- 
vinced that Fascism has done won- 
ders, and further that its philosophy 
, 18 penetrating the last layers of the 
social classes. They admit that grave 


errors have been committed. They’ - 


do not hide the fact that the ruth- 
less représsion that is going on con- 
tinually is a blot upon civilization, 
and that the goings on behind the 
thick walls of the Italian Security 
Police, the Fascist Guard, are mat- 

» ters that revolt against every instinct 
of decency and fair play, but stiil 
they declare unanimously that Fas- 
cism is an imprcvement over the cor- 
rupt regimes that preceded it. These 

. observers further agree that in ten or 
fifteen years the Duce will have 
xreated a new Italy. His state syn- 
dicalism they reject. His militariza- 
tion of the ycuth they will have 
» nothing to do with. But maintenance 
of order, formation of character, 

? founding the future of a nation upon 
respect and moral and material pros- 
perity of the family pleas:s them. 


It’s the same with the Duce agricul- 
tural program. The wav he went 
about speeding up preduction and in- 
splring the peasanis with the worth- 
whileness of their calling ought to 
serve as an inspiration to the entire 
world, they say.

It seems that 
boys and girls born nf such parents 
do not share in priviieges Usually ac- 
corded the offspring of proletarians. 
They may not go to vacation resorts, 
for instance. Proletarian school chil- 
dren get two months’ vacation each 
year in one of the majestic pensions 
that the Soviets run for the purpose. 
The buildings are former Czarist or 
Grand Ducal country homes, built 
in moderate climates and furnished 
with all modetn comforts. Bourgeois 
children are ruthlessly kept away. 
Neither can they borrow books from 
the Government libraries. ‘‘Odious,” 
exclaims la Krupskaya. “Where is 
your Communist. sense of justice?” 
“How dare you stand up before the 
world and be guilty of such scurril- 
ous, unworthy practice?” she adds.
